PROCEEDINGS OF 
THE COUNTY BOARD 
OFIUPERVISORS 

The county board of supervisors met 
in regular session in Redwood City 
last Monday. 

Among other business, the follow¬ 
ing was transacted: 

Attorney Jas. T. O’Keefe, represent¬ 
ing certain business interests in Vis- 
itacion Valley addressed the board, 
asking that steps be taken to provide 
a roa.d*vay for that section while the 
bay shore road was in course of con¬ 
struction. Supervisor Casey and Sur¬ 
veyor Neuman promised to interest 
themselves in the matter. 

The Blanchard-Brown Cimpany ap¬ 
plied for an extension of thirty days 
within which to complete its construc¬ 
tion work on the road from Colma to 
Edgemar. The extension was grant¬ 
ed on motion of Supervisor MacBain, 
seconded by Supervisor Casey. 

James Willison asked for an exten¬ 
sion of thirty-five days on his two 
road-building contracts in the first 
township and one in the fourth, and 
was granted same on motion of Su¬ 
pervisor Casey, seconded by Super¬ 
visor Francis. 

The San Bruno Carnival Committee 
invited the board to attend a celebra¬ 
tion at that city on September 9th in 
honor of the opening of the county 
highway between San Bruno and 
South San Francisco. 

It was declared to be the sense of 
the board, on motion of Supervisor 
Casey, seconded by Supervisor Fran¬ 
cis, that all of the members attend. 

A communication was received 
from F. G. Roberts, city engineer of 
Daly City, asking the board to relin¬ 
quish its jurisdiction over Railroad 
avenue, which would enable the board 
of trustees of Daly City to carry out 
some contemplated street improve¬ 
ments now under consideration. 

The matter was referred to Supervi¬ 
sor Casey for a report at a later meet¬ 
ing. 

Plans and specifications presented 
by the surveyor were approved by the 
board for the improvement of the au¬ 
tomobile boulevard from the San 
Francisco county line to Mission Road 
in Colma.

er rate of interest. This action alone 
made it possible for the county to 
build a large percentage of these 
roads before 1915. He has establish¬ 
ed a new record for handling big 
things in a rapid fire way.

The stockmen of north Texas, Okla¬ 
homa, and the grain belt to the north 
are now confronted with conditions 
which may bring about a serious out¬ 
break of the stable fly similar to that 
experienced in north Texas and other 
parts of the grain belt in 1912. The 
so-called stable fly is the insect which 
closely resembles the horse fly, but is 
capable of causing much annoyance to 
live stock by its painful bite, which is 
inflicted with a sharp proboscis or 
beak. It is sometimes spoken of as 
the “biting house fly,” “wild fly,” or 
“straw fly.” When it is not biting the 
point of this beak may be seen pro¬ 
jecting slightly in front of the head. 
The body of the insect is also slightly 
more robust than that of the house 
fly, and the abdomen rather more dis¬ 
tinctly marked with dark patches. 

The unusually large grain crop of 
this year will give rise to a very large 
number of straw stacks. A consider¬ 
able number of flies are now present, 
and with a period of rainy weather 
we may expect a horde of them three 
weeks later. It has been shown by 
investigations conducted by the Bu¬ 
reau of Entomology that these flies 
breed extensively in fermenting straw. 
Oat straw and rice straw are preferr¬ 
ed by the fly for its breeding, although 
in the absence of these the straw of 
wheat, rye, or barley, if in the proper 
state of fermentation, will produce 
- large numbers of them. 

Manure acts as a breeding medium 
throughout the year; this is especial- 
y ly true of horse manure. The favor- 
1 . ableness of this substance for breed- 
1 - ing is increased when straw used as 
bedding is intermixed. Although ma¬ 
nure produces a sufficient number of 
stable flies to prove very annoying to 
stock, it appears that very severe and 
widespread outbreaks are largely at¬ 
tributable to the breeding of the pest 
In straw stacks. The destruction of 
the stable fly in the first instance may 
be brought about by the scattering of 
the manure upon fields, thus causing 
the drying out of the breeding mater¬ 
ial, and the consequent destruction 
of the larvae. Where it is not prac¬ 
ticable to scatter the manure on fields 
the same results may be accomplished 
by treating it with borax at the rate 
of 0.62 pound to 8 bushels of manure 
‘ The powdered borax should be scat¬ 
tered over the entire surface of the 
i manure pile. As fresh manure is add- 
1 ed it should be treated with borax at 
’ intervals of five days to insure the 
3 destruction of the house fly as well as 
1 the stable fly. Borax has an injuri- 
i ous effect upon crops when used in 
excessive amounts. It is therefore 
’ necessary where the manure is to be 
applied to soil for cropping that quan- 
, titles not greatly in excess of the 
above amount be used on the manure. 

In the grain-growing section the 
care of the straw after threshing is by 
, far the most important step in the ' 
; control of this pest. It has been de- 
1 termined that fermenting oat straw < 
| is far more favorable as a breeding 1 
medium for the stable fly than Is < 
wheat straw or other vegetable mat¬ 
ter. Where rice is grown hordes of i 
flies are often bred out In the ferment- i 
Ing straw and chaff from this crop. 1 
Oat straw is also much more highly 1 
prized for feeding live stock than is 1 
wheat straw. The shortage of food- 1 
stuffs over much of the grain belt for a 
the last few years has caused the € 
farmers to depend largely upon straw 
to supplement other food in carrying t 
their stock through the winter. The c 
value attached to oat straw for feed 1 
and the fact that this material fur- c 
nished the most favorable place for 1 
the breeding of the stable fly empha- s 
sizes the need of taking better care a 
of It. 2 

It is advised that as far as possi- d 
ble all oat straw be baled and then p 
protected from the weather. In case il 
1 portions of stacks become wet by s 
rains they should be scattered over c 
! tlie fields or burned as soon as pos- w 
sible. When it is found impracticable S 
to handle straw in this way the wet p 
portions of the stacks may be treated r. 
with borax as described above. Where h 
it is important that straw be kept for o 
winter feeding, and baling is imprac- tl 
ticable, the stacks may be improved a: 
to some extent by piling up the straw 01 
and leaving the sides of the stack ei

interruption. Of almost equal impor¬ 
tance to having the entrance to the 
harbor free from the possibility of 
capture is an assurance that the fi¬ 
nancial arrangements needed for the 
export trade can be made. 

In an effort to promote a market for 
barley and wheat and to relieve thou¬ 
sands of farmers in California, the 
Yolo County Board of Trade has wired 
a message to Congressman C. F. Curry, 
asking him to endeavor to introduce 
another amendment to the bank law 
having barley, wheat and other prod¬ 
ucts regarded in the same light as cot¬ 
ton, as commercial paper. It is be¬ 
lieved that such an amendment would 
shortly empty the warehouses of Cali¬ 
fornia, which are now heavily stocked 
with barley and wheat. 

The United States Commission on 
Industrial Relations will conduct a 
series of public hearings in San Fran¬ 
cisco, commencing August 25 and last¬ 
ing two weeks. Among the subjects to 
be taken up are agricultural labor, 
conditions in the construction camps, 
unemployment, the building trades in 
San Francisco, the printing trade in 
San Francisco and conditions among 
sailors and longshoremen of that port. 
The commission also plans to look into 
the alleged smuggling of Chinese and 
other Asiatics, in compliance with a 
specific clause incorporated in the bill 
which created the commission. 

Plans to increase freight rates on 
California canned goods to England by 
British steamship lines are meeting 
with bitter opposition of exporters and 
packers in California, and as a result 
of a conference of the packers and 
United States Attorney John W. Pres¬ 
ton, Preston stated that if the English 
companies did advance their rates he 
would order a Grand Jury investiga¬ 
tion. He said that he believed action 
could be taken under the Sherman 
anti-trust law of 1890. The rate af¬ 
fects not only California canned fruits, 
but a large amount of canned salmon, 
with a total of about 2,500,000 cases of 
a value of over $9,000,000.

Her ticket home cost 
her $100 extra, which she paid gladly 
to get out of the troubled area.
